A Bosron. LADY VIsITs NorRrTH 
AND SouTH CAROLINA—HER Inm- 
PRESSIONS OF THE PEOPLE AND THE 
CounTRY.—The Boston Advertiser of 
the 23rd inst., contains a very inter- 
esting letter, written from Raleigh 
by a lady who had been traveling 
through North and South Carolina, 
giving her impressions of the people 
and the country through which she 
passed. Her letter opens with the 
description of a Court scene at Aiken, 
South Carolina, the mixed jury and 
the general appearance of the Court 
making a most unfavorable impres- 
sion upon her, and she thus closed 
her comments upon that unfortunate 
State : 

‘‘Poor South Carolina! one needs 
to see but few such comic tragedies 
and watch for a time the life therein 
order to feel that ‘the Prostrate State’ 
is but too descriptive a name for her 
in her present condition. I can think 
of no ple more to be pitied than 
the high-minded and honorable men 
and women of South Carolina, and 
there are many such.’’ 

The writer then turns upon a more 
pleasant subject, and speaks of what 
she saw and heard in Raleigh : 

‘* At Raleigh we came upon a very 
different scene. The city was filled 
with the members of the State Press 
Association. These gentlemen, be- 
sides holding their convention, were 
most liverally entertained. They 
visited the State geological museum, 
a large cotton factor’s establishment, 
an extensive printing house, the ex- 
ecutive office, the penitentiary, luna- 
tic asylum, deaf, dumb and blind in- 
stitution, St. Mary’s school, the Bap- 
tist female seminary and the Peace 
Institute. I mentionall these places, 
as by so doing you have a list of the 
principal things to be seen at Raleigh. 
The evening of May 13th the Raleigh 
board of trade gave the association a 
supper at the Yarborough House, 


) where about a dozen ladies had the 


good fortune to hear the speeches and 
partake of the supper. As we had in 
remembrance a press dinner at Hav- 
erhill, Mass., we were able to draw 
comparisons which were not unfa- 
vorable to North Carolina. About 
two hundred and twenty-five gentle- 
men sat down tothe elegant and sub- 
stantial banquet, which was fully ap- 
preciated by them. The roasted pigs, 
so nicely browned and poised au na- 
turel, were most amusing, for the pigs 
here are mostly roasted color, so that 
they seemed like petrified porcines 
rather than those tried by fire. The 
toasts were read by the chairman of 
the board of trade. Governor Cald- 
well replied to the first, and seemed 
lixe what he called himself, ‘a 
hearty, plain mountaineer.’’ His 
speech was spirited and foreeful. He 
spoke especially of the resources of 
the State, and said that the mineral 
wealth of the western portion was 
so great that Bald Mountain was 
already bursting. 
‘Major Engelhard. of the Wil- 
mington Journal, spoke for the Press 
in an eloquent manner. The Mayor 
of Raleigh and several others follow- 
ed, and Mr. McPheeters gave a re- 
gupre of the cotton trade in N orth 
speech of the evening, because it told 
what was being done. He presented 
facts that showed remarkable in- 
crease and prosperity in the trade. 
Up to the close of the war the sales 
of cotton in Raleigh did not exceed 
600 bales a year ; last year they reach- 
ed 25,000, and this year they count 
upon selling 385,000. The reasons 
given for this were the fine quality of 
the cotton, its freedom from sand, 
and the increased facilities for ship- 
ment under through bills of lading 
to all parts of the world; and, more 
than all, the determination of the 
merchants to do their best with all 
their might. The whole spirit of the 
evening showed courage, hopefulness 
and prosperity. I assure you that I 
discovered that if Boston is ‘‘the 
Hub,” Raleigh thinks herself a Hub 
too. They talked of ‘‘vast internal 
improvements,’”’ ‘“‘magnificent piles 
of buildings lately erected,’’ ‘‘won- 
derful educational institutions and 
charities,’”’ &c., &¢c., just as we do 
when we have speeches at home. 
Of course they could not take their 
uests to the ‘‘school ship,’’ but they 
fid give them the children’s singing. 
‘ne marked difference between 
the speeches in North and South 
Carolina was in the purity of the 
pronunciation. In the latter State 
they ignore the letter R. They say 
‘‘sto-do,”’ and it means store door; 
befo’ for before; Baltimo’, etc. But 
at Raleigh this peculiarity was al- 
most unheard, and in many ways 
they were more elegant. I want to 
tell you about the ‘‘poor whites,” 
but it is an inexhaustible subject, 
and must be left for another time. 
The Yarborough House is an excel- 
lent hotel, and the landlord, Dr. 
Blacknall, is diligent in serving the 
guests, and regards their comfort as 
the first thing in life. He is the old- 
time sort of host, who meets you at 
the door, makes you one of his fam- 
ily while you remain, and sees to 
your comfort when

COMMISSIONERS.—A regular meetin 
of the City Commissoners was held 
at the Mayor’s office Wednesday eve- 
ming: his Honor Mayor Holden pre- 
siding. 

All the Commissioners present. 

Commissioner Gorman reported 
fro.a the Committee to fix the tarriff 
of the Wood and Coal Inspector. 
The following rates were fixed: wood, 
10 cents per cord; fractional cords 
5 cents ; coal 15 cents per ton. 

Commissioner Gorman reported 
from Committee appointed to draft 
an ordinance prohi iting the ope- 
ning of barber shops on Sunday, an 
ordinance making ita penalty of $25 
on every barber that prosecutes his 
business on the Sabbath. 

After considerable discussion, the 
ordinance was passed. 

Before the adoption of the Barbers, 
Ordinance, Commissioner Royster 
offered the follow‘ng amendment : 
‘‘No person shall be permitted to 
lather or soap his face or to use arazor, 
case knife or any other sharp-edged 
instrument upon the same on the 
Sabbath day, under a penalty of $10 
for each offence.’”’ Failed. 

Commissioner Royster also intro- 
duced an ordinance to prevent the 
runuing of carriages, buggies or other 
yehicles on the street on the Sabbath, 
except for funeral occasions and phy- 
sicians. Theordinance was adopted, 
but afterwards reconsidered and lost.

A PERILOUS BALLOON ASCENSION. 
—NEw YoRK, May 26.—A letter from 
Reading, Pa., gives a thrilling ac- 
count of the ascent of John Shearer, 
the zeronaut, a few days ago on a tra- 
preze bar, attached to the balloon, 
the Globe, containing twenty thou- 
sand cubic feet of gas. Just as the 
balloon ascended a rainstorm com- 
menced, followed by a teriffic gale 
with rain and snow. Shearer was 
clad fn a scant circus dress and must 
have been nearly frozen at the strik- 
ing height of 5,000 feet above the sea 
level. Ihe balloon sped northeastat a 
frightful rate of speed. He managed 
to pull the valve rope and after throw- 
ing out ballast the balloon descended 
at great speed, and after breaking the 
rope and anchor he managed to se- 
cure the balloon toa treeand landed 
in safety though badly bruised.

‘¢ We alluded in our local columns 
Sunday, in our report of the memo- 
rial ceremonies in Cedar Grove ceme- 
tery to the presentation by the ex- 
United States soldiers and _ sailors, 
who reside in this city, of a floral 
tribute to be laid upon the graves of 
the Confederate dead. The remarks 
of Dr. Kenney, who, as spokesman 
of the committee, presented the chap- 
let, breathed the true spirit of recon- 
ciliation and peace, but it has not 
been the fighting men of the United 
States who have kept up the war 
since its close. Those who remained 
at home while better men did the 
fighting, came to the front when the 
battle was over, and like vultures 
reyed upon the remains of the dead 
onfederacy, whose soldiers they had 
not the courage to meet in the field. 
While the representatives of the ar- 
mies of the North in convention at 
Harrisburg a few days ago paid a 
elowing tribute of respect to the mem- 
ory of those of the Cenfederacy who 
are dead, and extended the hand of 
reconciliation and friendship to those 
who survive, the Senate of the Uni- 
ted States, com posed of stay at homes 
and bomb preof gentry who ‘‘ sniffed 
the conflict from afar,’’ piled on the 
crowning act of oppression to the 
Southern people in the passage of 
what is called the Civil Rights bill.” 
— Portsmouth (Va.) Enterprise. 

What our contemporary says of 
the “fighting men’”’ of the North is 
true of the “fighting men” of the 
South. The bitterness that has been 
kept up throughout the South to- 
wards the ¢rue soldiers of the North, 
has been engendered and is to-day 
kept alive by those who fought the 
battles of the Confederacy at home, 
safe from the dangerous bullet, and 
free from the hardships of camp and 
the rigors of the march—who dared 
not tace the foe, and who were will- 
ing tocondemn the Confederate cause 
as uncalled for and unjust to the poor 
man. Zhe soldier of the South and 
the soldier of the North have ever 
been willing to shake hands over the 
graves of their mutual dead comrades, 


and had the issues been left with 


federacy, the myriad evils that have 
been heaped upon the South would 
never have been experienced—the 
peace held outat Appomattox Court- 
house would not have been dashed 
to the ground, and long ere this the 
Seuth would have been again pros- 
perous and happy. But the misera- 
ble harpies and soulless politicians of 
the North, who never saw the smoke 
of the battle-field, have found it to 
their interest to continue pouring 
fresh fuel upon the flame of the sec- 
tional hatred necessarily engendered 
by the war. And to add to this, the 
same class of men in the South—men 
who would not stand by the principles 
of the Confederacy and who had not 
herinterests at heart—have continued 
to fan the flame of discontent, and are 
to-day responsible in a great measure 
for many of the evils with which we 
are cursed. Every community and 
every section of the South have these 
impracticables in their midst, men 
whose only desire is to see a continu- 
ance of the strife, and the sooner their 
ffiis country—which is compelled to 
be one in the future—be restored to 
peace, harmony and a united pros- 
perity. 

The war between the States closed 
in 1865, and we see no reason in 
keeping the wounds open. The wri- 
ter of this yields tono man in the 
South in the devotion he entertained 
for the Confederate cause—he hearti- 
ly sanctioned the motives which 
prompted the people of tlie South to 
take up arms against ourown coun- 
trymen, and he gloried in the many 
victories won by the brave Southern- 
ers during the four years struggle ; he 
surrendered at Appomatox Court- 
house with the remnant of the gal- 
lant LEE’s army, but with that of- 
ficer, he laid down his arms in good 
faith and returned to his home with 
the determination to accept the issue 
and go faithfully to work to assist in 
building up the wasted fortunes of 
the South, believing that to be the 
only course left to those who had 
battled for a cause they ceuld not 
‘gave. We believe so still, and 
can have no patience with the 
efforts that are still made, both in 
the North and South, by men who 
hope to profit by this feeling of resent- 
ment to Keep alive the embers of 
hatred. 

We have no desire to kiss the hand 
that smote us, we have no wish to 
bow the knee to the conqueror; but 
we do not consider either necessary. 
Let the cowards of the North realize 
the fact that braye and true men 
fought the battles of the South, and 
let the cowards of the South remem- 
ber that there was bravery in the 
true soldier of the North—both sides 
fighting for what they deemed to be 
right—and let bitterness and hatred 
be laid aside. Let both sections 
unite in building up our fortunes, 


and time will heal the wounds that 
have been made,

Francisco, May 15.—News 
from Los Angeles to-day gives the 
particulars of the capture, with two 
of his men, of Tiburcio Vasquez, the 
noted native robber, who, for the past 
seventeen years, has divided his time 
between plundering the people of 
Monterey, Fresno, Tulare, Santa 
Clara, Los Angeles, and other south- 
ern counties of this State, serving 
terms in and escaping from the State 
rison, and evading the pursuit of 
Feation. Although for several months 
t anumber of sheriffs’ parties have 
em in pursuit of Vasquez and his 
followers, he had always managed, 
owing to the sympathy of the Mexi- 
can population of the section in which 
his haunts were situated, to escape 
from his pursuers. 
Acting on information received 
that Vanquez could be found at the 
house of a Mexican known as ‘Greek 
George,’”’ in Cahnengo Canyon, about 
fifteen miles from Los Angeles. 
Johnson’s party last Thursday left 
Los Angeles secretly for the house of 
‘“‘Greek George.’’ About ten o’clock 
they reached the house, which is sur- 
rounded by a dense and intricate 
thicket of mustard about six feet high. 
Vasquez, unarmed, was eating his 
dinner when the attack was made. 
The house was quietly surrounded by 
the party and the door of the room In 
which Vasquez was sitting was burst 
in. Vasquez, with a single leap, 
jumped through an open window 
eighteen inches square, lighting on 
his feet, and witn a bound attempted 
to reach his horse which was stand- 
ing near by. Several shots were fired 
at him, however, and he was brought 
down, wounded by rifle ball and buck- 
shot in the head, the leg, in each 
arm, and in the thumb. Noneofthe 
woundsarethought to be fatal. When 
surrounded he bore himself, although 
he thought himself mortally woun- 
ded, with wonderful coolness. He was 
smiling and very gentlemanly in his 
manner. Twoof his gang were cap- 
tured with him, and they were taken 
to Los Angeles and lodged in jail. 
An intense excitement was produced 
in that town by the news of the ar- 
rival of thenoted desperado who had 


tice. | 
Tirburcio Vasquez is about thirty- 


quarter inches high, with black hair 
and dark eyes, and wearing a 
moustache. He is neatin his dress. 
His feet are small and of elegant 
shape and he wears fine boots. His 
reputation as a Don Juan is great in 
the southern counties, and more than 
a dozon of his eseapes, some of a ro- 
mantic and others of.a brutal charac- 
ter—are related. The money he made 
by his robberies he would speud in 
drinking, at cards, and in dalliance 
with women ; and when his funds 
were thus exhausted he would start, 


replenish his purse. 
7asquez’s career since 1857 has been 

one of constant robberies. He was 
born in Monterey of worthless 

arents, although he himself was a 
ad of intelligence. Previous to 1870 
he had served three years in the 
State prison. After his discharge in 
that year he began his plunderings, 
assisted by a man named Chavis, his 
lieutenant, and adozen others. He 
was the ways A and companion of such 
notorious bandits as Precopio, Juan 
Soto, and other famous robbers of 
this State. The worst crime in the 
calendar of Vasquez was committed 
on the 26thof last August. With 
seven men he rode to the gtore.of a 
Pino, twelve miles from Hollister, 
and while his followers were robbing 
the store, after having pirioned its 
inmates, he murdered three men— 
Davidson, a hotel proprietor, a Por- 
tuguese, and Redford, a teamster. 
His latest crime, and that which 
raised the last hue and crime against 
him, was committed on April 16. 
With fonr men he invaded the house 
of a rich Italian sheep owner named 
Reppeto, living about six miles from 
Los Angeles, robbed him of $80, and 
compelled him to send his son to Los 
Angeles with acheck on his bankers 
for $500. Having obtained this 
money the gang decamped, hotly 
pursued by officers. 

According to Governor Booth’s 
proclamation $8,000 go to the captors 
of Vasquez. 


The flood in the Western rivers is 
slowly subsiding, and soon the far- 
mers will be engaged in the endeavor 
to make something to live upon.

Switne’s Theology—The Sort of 
trine that Brought him to Frial, 


From a Sermen by Professor Swing. 


It is only a human religion such as 
that of Buddha, or Thor, or Jupiter, 
that may fade as the light of reason 
dawns; but of a religion from God, 
given by inspiration, the first dis- 
tinguishing principle must be that it 
will reveal its reasonableness as fast 
as man unfolds his own intelli- 
gence, and still become more 
glorious where there is the most 
culture. The medizeval Christianity 
having been distigured by ignorance 
and superstition, the subsequent 
growth of religion had to express it- 
self in infidelity. Whena Dante de- 
scribes hell to mankind, and _ his 
frightful pictures become the theolo- 
gy of the church, sweeping through 

tomanism over into Protestantism 
until Edwards says God will dash 
the sinner down on hell’s floor and 
stamp upon him, then infidelity 
must follow, not simply to save a 
man from such horrors, but to rescue 
God’s blessed name from such un- 
speakable infamy. In such a hell as 
Dante’s it is net man that is punish- 
ed—it is God that is destroyed. From 
such ideas we must cry to a more rea- 
sonable religion, carrying the cross 
and our holy faith away from such a 
degredation. We must, indeed, sep- 
arate forever the righteous and the 
wicked; but, as the drunkard is pun- 
ished in this world, and the murder- 
er aceepts of his arrest without 
blaming God, as the soul feels itsown 
wickedness and does not reproach 
the Creator, so the lost world is a 
place, not where God is seen as a 
cruel monster, but where the human 
free will stands forth in all its divine 
powers, and reveals a self punish- 
ment over which we can almost im- 
agine the Heavenly Father himself 
to shed tears. Such is the perdition 
of reason—a place not where the Sa- 
viour and God become an inqulsi- 
tion, but where the sinner’s own will 
and own heart have woven them- 
selves garments of perpetual sack- 
cloth, aud where the tears of sorrow 
fall not from a malicious decree of 
God, passed from eternity, but fall 
out of the sinner’s own wretched 
soul and misspent life. Thus, over 
almost every idea of the Christian 
religion, there is lying a drapery of 
reason fresh from the God of infinite 
wisdom, and beautiful to man, the 
image of the rational God.

ministry, sacrifices, conversion, faith, 
good works, the imprecatery psalms 
and total depravity. No wonder 
with all this burden to carry Profes-
